The Japanese believe that they will be 
ia a position to. dictate terms to Ciiiua 
before the cud of the year and also that 
they will possess the hoarded.inUlions at 
ilokden belonging to the Chinese iiu- 
} erial family. 


Japan is calling out tho second reserve 


to supplement the denuded garrisons. 
The call has not been responded to, with 
enthusiasm. Many of tho iheu were 
never before called out. They are iguo- 
i imt and dull, and are angry because of 
having to leave their occupations and 
iamilios. They are also afraid that they 
will bo called into active^sersrice. The 
people therefore are less euthusiastio 
about the war.

About Sorrento there is something 


rf a Neapolitan flayorin the air. The 
Neapolitan small boy is half monkey, 
half comedian and half thief, and 
here, as elsewhere, the boy is father 
to tljfl man. In Sorrento there is the 
nriuicipa! band, more inexorable in i 
Italy than death itself. There are tha 
little companies of men and women 
who dance the tarantella in costume , 
on the terraces of the hotels and sing i 
vulgar songs, which the foreigner!

Starting Locomotive FlrcH. 


A quarter of a cent is a very small 


sum in itself, but when multiplied 
enough times the product is consider- 
able, a fact which railway managers 
thoroughly understand. A saving of 
only 1 mill a day in the running of a 
locomotive amounts to Jilii cents in a 
year, and with several thousand loco- 
motives the saving is considerable. 
The good superintendent today is the 
man who makes these little savings, 
autl the number of ways in which 
they are done is astonishing. Take 
the matter of starting a five, for ex- 
ample. Most locomotives,(ire fired 
up with, wood, and about an eighth 
of a cord is necessary to start a good 
blaze. 


Wood is pretty expensive fuel to 


use for such pm-posies, and several 
railways have begun to substitute 
oil for it. The oil is stored in a reser- 
voir outside the roundhouse, and is 
forced by compressed air through a 
series of fixed pipes to flexible pipes 
hear each locomotive stall. When it 
is necessary to starfc a fire, a bed of 
coal is: spread over the grate, some 
old waste thrown on top of it and 
lighted, and then the oil is sprayed | 
into the firebox through the flexible 
pipes by the compressed air. It takes 
just about as long to start a fire with 
this apparatus as with wood, but 
with the former the cost, is only 2J 
cents, while wiflr wood it ranges 
from 11 to 35 cents.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

their trunks and limbs are found to 
be covered with an edible fungus 
called pepeiao, which was formerly 
exported in great quantity to the Chi- 
nese markets.

NO WATER FOR THEM ANIMAU.

Students of natural history h«ve 


always been puzzled to know whether 
certain animals can live without wa- 
ter for a long time. In central knd 
louthern New Mexico there IiM *n 
Immense desert to which theecrllMt 
Spanish adventurers gave the name 
Jornada dot Mnerta, or Journey of 
Death. This desert is orer 100 mfles 
long and from 80 to 70 miles wid« 
and is entirely waterless. This is 
known to be a fact, us every milo ot 
it has been traversed during the pest 
SO years. The neai est {permanent wa- 
ter to this desert is the Rio Grande, 
from which it is separated by the 
lofty ranp'e known as the Cavallcw 
mountains, which ore almost impass- 
ible to ma a or beast. 


Previous to 1380 this desert was 


inhabited by vast herds of antelope. 
There are some antelope there now, 
besides coyotes and other wild ani- 
mals. Prom May to September is the 
.rainy season in this region, and the 
moisture derived from the scanty 
herbage might be sufficient to sus- 
tain life, bat during the other eight 
months there isn't a drop of water 
obtainable, and the vegetation is as 
dry as tinder. 


It is claimed that many wild/ani- 


mals feed in the early morning and 
thereby obtain an abundance of 
moisture from the dew which covers 
the . vegetation, but in the elevated 
region of Jfprnada there is no sensi- 
ble precipitation of dew in the dry 
season. 


The most desolate territory in North 


America, south of Labrador, is the 
peninsulaof lo we?: California. Cape 
Ban Lncas is the extreme southern 
point, and about, 10 miles north of 
this a spur of mountains runs from 
west to east, or froin the Pacific to 
the gulf of lower California, form- 
ing, as it were, a basin toward the 
cape. This basin is mostly covered 
with a dense growth of dwarf trees, 
growing luxuriantly out of the daz- 
zling white sand. .Not a particle of 
surface water is to be found any- 
where in this basin, and, strange as it 
may seem, the place has many deer. 
The Mexicans living at this place, 
when asked where the deer get water, 
reply that there is none, and the deer 
do not require any. 


The east and west coasts of lowet 


California abound in islands, some of 
which are a few hundred yards in di- 
ameter and others miles in extent, 
and with few exceptions devoid of 
vegetation and utterly waterless. Aa 
American who has spent a day and 
sometimes two days on each of 
these islands reports having found 
there the coyote, or wild dog. The 
only water the tliirsty coyote may 
drink is the s;ilt water of the Pacific. 
But does lie drink it, or does he get 
along without any drinking water at 
all? Or are these nnimali) of the 
southwest like the camel, which has 
a second stomach, which is, used as a 
reservoir for water and is filled by 
the camel before going on long des- 
ert journeys and drawn upon for 
water when needed? It is said that 
the Arabs, knowing this, when them- 
selves suffering from thirst, slay their 
camels and appropriate their water 
supply.— STew York World.
